In determining the profit or loss 


from the sale of properts acquired 
by gift, the basis depends upon the 
time the -property was acquired. 
If the property was acquired by 
gift after December 31, 1920, the 
basis is the same as it would be 
in the hands of the donor -or the 
last preceding owner by whom it 
was not acquired by eift. 
For 


example, a man in 1926 bought 
stock at $100 a share and held it 
until January 1928. He then gave 
the stock to his son, who in 1929. 
when It was worth $150 a share, 
gave it to his wife. 
If in 1930 the 


wife sold the stock at $150 a share 
the difference between the cost of 
$100 and the selling price of $150, 
or $50, would be taxable Income 
to the wife. Had she sold it in 
1930 
at $80 a. share, the deduct- 


ible loss would have been $20 a 
share. 
If, however, the property was 


acquired by gift on or before De- 
cember 31, 1920, the basis for de- 
termining the profit or loss from 
the sale would be the fair market 
value of the property at the time 
of Its acquisition. 
For example, 


during 1919 a daughter received 
from her father certain securities 
which he had purchased in 1918 
for $12,000. At the time the daugh- 
ter received the stock In 1919 it 
had a fair market value of $15.- 
000. 
She sold it in 1930 for $18,- 


000, the taxable gain being $3,000. 
Had she sold the stock at $12,000, 
the 
deductible loss 
would have 


been $3,000. 
• The fair market value of a pro- 
perty is defined as' "that amount 
which would induce a willing sell- 
er to sell and a willing buyor to 
purchase."

With the number of automo- 


bile owners registering in the pil- 
lions, the question of deductions 
for the cost af maintenance and 
operation of a car frequently is 
addressed to the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. 
The purchase price of an au- 


tomobile whether It be used sole- 
ly for business 
or solely fpr 


pleasure, can not 
be 
deducted 


from gross income in the making 
of an income tax return. If used 
for business, it is a capital ex- 
penditure; if used for pleasure, 
it is a personal expenditure—both 
deductions 
being expressly pro- 


hibited' by the revenue act. 
However, there are several al- 


lowable deductions in connection 
with the maintenance and opera- 
tion of an automobile, used eith- 
er for business or pleasure. If 
the car is used exclusively for 
business purposes there may be 
deducted the entire cost of gaso- 
line, repairs, oil, tires, rent for 
garage, and other necessary ex- 
penses connected with 
operation 
and upkeep. Depreciation, based 
on the cost of the car and its 
estimated useful life, also is a de- 
ductable item. Where a business 
car is exchanged for another car, 
any loss sustained in the trans- 
action may be claimed as a de- 
duction. 
To illustrate, if a truck 


having an estimated life of four 


years and which cost $1,200 was 
traded and an allowance of $100

and

He expressed his 
satisfaction with the work being 
done in Corsicana by Camp Fire, 
and extended his felicitations at 
a national camp, being located in 
this city this year. 
Announcing his suUject as 'The 


Girl and Her Dad," he 
briefly, 


sketched the entire scope of the 
movement. Referring to a recent 
book on adolescent psychology, he 
called attention 
to the author's 


opening sentence, 'There are no 
adults." Mr. Scott emphatically as- 
serted that there would be as 
close contact between a girl and 
her father as between a boy and 
the father, but added that- if boys 
were in the family they usually 
received the greater portion of 
the father's attention, and the girl 
is overlooked until she has out- 
grown the opportunities. 


Both Sexes Sports. 
The sporting instinct 
has no 


sex, the national executive point- 
.ed out, and a girl may Have just 
as many and extensive skills as 
a brother. A family that is de- 
priyed of a father's attention and 
protection, loses something valu- 
able he asserted, declaring that 
the family is not only the eco- 
nomic unit but is the chief unit 
of society -and government. 


In 'order that any movement be 


a success, every person involved 
must care for his. or her respon- 
sibility, and when one falls down 
on their part the entire group 
must suffer. There comes a time, 
the executive asserted, 
when a 
girl is between the age of 10 and 
15 years of age when she realizes 
that she is "father's girl," and if 
the father is alert to his oppor- 
tunities, he can be greatly instru- 
mental in guiding the girl's foot- 
steps where 'they 'should go. A 
father .usually takes great pride 
in .leading "his son but is usually 
.content--to'"leave-the daughter to 
the mother when her needs of 
him are equally as great. 


More Mdh Than Women. 
In the original 
group . that 


founded Camp Fire, there 'were 
more men than women, the speak- 
er pointed out, in answer to the 
usual comment on men's names 
being connected with 
a 
girls 


movement. He explained that the 
movement was tho outgrowth of 
a series of experiments conduct- 
ed in the exclusive Horace Mann 
school and in the Manhattan Trade 
School for girls in New York, 
where girls of opposite strata of 
society were careful analyzed and 
their reactions to like problems 
carefully charted. 


The mainspring of a girl's ac- 


tions are emotional and she is an 
intense individualist, the speakei 
isserted, principally because she 
lias never been given an oppor- 
tunity to develop along any other 
line.. A boy usually attempts to 
think a thing through because of 
his training in .that direction. The 
girls have been handicapped be- 
cause they have not been given 
an opportunity to find the "gang1 
spirit, or to develop a sports in- 
stinct. 


Youth usually regards a girl as 


a nuisance; .and feels that a gir 
should keep her place, but that is 
impossible because no place has 
been provided for a girl. Games 
have been invented, the executiv< 
pointed out, that the girl migh' 
have an opportunity to develop 
and to supply youth of both sexes 
an escape for stored energy.
